TORNADO AT B1RMIKGHAM. 


The Failure Of Negotiations Has 


fflnDQatei fie Me. 


LONDON, March 2G, 2:00 A M.—The 


official casualty list, as given out last 
evening, indicates that active operations 
have been renewed in South Africa 
since the failure of the negotiations 
between Lord Kitchener and General j 
Botha. At HartebeestfonteiD, on March 
22uti and 23d, two officers were killed 
and five wounded and four men killed 
and twenty wounded. There was also 
heavy fighting near Gredgegecht on the 
18th and Ventersdorp on the 19th. 
Ventersdorp, where Delarey was de- 
feated, is about twenty five miles north- 
east of Hartebeestfontein, so it is pos- 
sible that the fighting referred to at 
these places may mean the engagement 
with Delarey.

fore Boer resistance can be crushed.

Babington Fights Delarey.

LOSOON, March 25.—Tiie war office 


has received the following report from 
Lord Kitchener: 


PBETORIA.—Babiogtou'a force attacked 


Delarey's, fifteen hundred strong.south- 
west of Ventersdorp, and having de- 
feated him, followed him rapidly. The 
Boer rear guard was driven in and its 
convoy acd guns were captured at Yaal 
Bauk. Our troops showed great gal- 
lantry and dash. They took two BJX- 
pounders, one pom-pom, six Maxims. 
three hundred rounds of big ammuni- 
tion, 15,000 rounds of small ammuni- 
tion, sixty rifles and 140 prisoners. The 
Boers had many killed and wouuded. 
Our losses were slight. 


Boers Lost Heavily. 


CAKE TOWN, March 25.—It is said 


that the Boers lost very heavily in 
attacking the garrison at Litchtenburg 
last week. Upwards of seventy burgh- 
ers were shot dead iu one spot, in tho 
wire entanglements. 


Great Britain Urged To Preveat It. 


LONDON, March 25. — The Chinese 


minister here called al the foreign office 
this afternoon and urged that British 
pressure be brought to bear to prevent 
Russia from securing the necessary sig- 
natures to the Manchurian agreement, 
The foreign office is still in the dark as 
to \vhether the agreement will be sigued 
or allowed to lay over until its lime 
lapses, which will be on March 26th 
The officials of the Japaneea legation 
are inclined to believe that Ilussia will 
get the necessary signatures.

NO POLICE MEASURE. 


Leader* Acftuie»ce In tbe GoveK«or'« 


View*. 


New York, March 23.— There will be 


no additional police legislation at Al- 
bany at the present session. This was 


l decided upon at a conference of Repub- 
lican leaders and legislators at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel yesterday after- 
ii'ion. Governor OdeU'was riot present, 
but his attitude toward such proposed 
legislation was known to every man in 
the conference, and he bad spokesmen 
present. Senator Platt did not recede 
from his position that he believed the 
passage of a metropolitan police bill 
advisable; but, with the distinct knowl- 
edge that the governor would veto any 
such bill, he agreed with the others in 
The conference that the effort to force 
the passage of such a bill would be un- 
wise and probably unsuccessful. 


Senator Platt, after the conference, 


gave out the following statement: 


"!Tbe general opinion of those at the 


conference was that the police condi- 
tions existing In New York ought to 
have the attention of the legislature, 
but that it would be useless to pass any 
bill, as tbe governor has declared that 
lie wonld veto it. Some of those pres- 
ei«i favored a state police bill, and oth- 
ers favored a metropolitan district law, 
but it was conceded by all that nothing 
should be done at present. 


"I regret the situation, as I believe 


that some action by the legislature is 
important for the city and the Uepub- 
lu-an party, and 1 ihink that s>uch will 
be the general opinion soon. But if 
nothing is to be done and if the present 
bad conditions are to be submitted to 
the legislature is not responsible for 
that- If it turns out iu the next munic- 
ipal election that the judgment which I 
liave formed upon this subject has been 
wrong, then 1 shall be glad that Tam- 
many has been left in control of the 
police."

A MAGHEFIOEMT SUKPRISE. 


View of tlie Great j 


Group of Splendid Arcliitec-i 
tural "Works — A Wonderfulj 
Setting: of Fountains, Pools,' 
Plants and Flowers.

It is promised for the Pan-American ' 


Exposition thai it will surpass in beau- J 
ty any previous exposition in the' 
world's history. 
It is also expected j 


that it will outrival its predecessors in { 
nsauy other way?, for at no time have ; 
such wondrou-5 achievements in all i 
arts, such perfection in tbe hundreds 
of trades, been attained. But tbe pur- 
pose of this article is to treat, in a gen- 
eral way, of the plan of the Exposi- 
tion, the symmetry of arrangement 
and the exterior beauty that repre- 
sents tbe careful expenditure of several 
millions of dollars. Accompanying this 
article is a birdseye view of the Expo- 
sition plot, showing the magnificent 
work in its complete state. The view 
is from the south and shows an area 
one mile and a quarter long and half 
a mile wide, there being 330 acres in 
the inclosure. In the immediate fore- 
ground is a portion of Delaware Park, 
one of the famous beauty spots of Buf- 
falo. The view shows the Park Lake, 
with the North Bay at the left, and in 
the left foreground; soutb of the bay, 
may be seen a portion of the Albright 
Gallery of Art, a beautiful permanent 
building of white marble, the gift of 
John .T. Albright of Buffalo, and cost- 
ing over $400.000. North of the Bay is 
the New York State Building, also a 
permanent structure of marble. These 
two buildings are in the style of Greek 
temples, one containing reminders of 
the Parthenon and the other resem- 
bling somewbat the Erecbtheum upon 
the Aeropplis at Athens. 


Between the North Bay and the Lake 


the City of Buffalo has built at large 
expense a new and beautiful bridge of 
heavy masonry, known as the Bridge 
of the Three "Americas. Tbis bridge 
carries the broad thoroughfare which 
leads from tbe main southern entrance 
to tbe approaches of tbe Exposition, as 
seeu in the foreground just north of the 
Lake. On the northern shore of the 
Lake is situated the life saving station 
erected by the Federal Government 
wbere daily exhibitions •will be given 
by a crew of ten men showing the uses 
of modern life saving apparatus as em- 
ployed upon our coasts. Hidden from 
view, upon the southern bank of tbe 
Lake, a beautiful casino and boathonss 
has also been built by tbe City of Buf- 
falo for Exposition uses. 


The symmetrical grouping of build- 


ings will be at once noted by the ob- 
seiver. Beginning at the formal ap- 
proach, just north of tbe Lake, the eye 
follows northward between two rows 
of ornamental 
columns to what is 


known as tbe Forecourt. East of this 
are the State and Foreign buildings, 
forming in themselves a very interest- 
ing feature of the Exposition. 
Near 


these also are the buildings for the spe- 
cia 1 ordnance displays representing the 
products of several hundred manufac- 
tories in this line of work. West of the 
Forecourt will be the outdoor horticul- 
tural displays and the Women's build- 
ing. 
We cross now tbe Triumphal 


Bridge, which will be remarkable for 
its tall piers, richly ornamented with 
statuary, the product of the genius of 
Karl Bitter, the director of sculpture, 
and other famous sculptors. On either 
side are tbe Mirror Lakes which form 
a part of the Grand Canal, more than a 
mile in length, which surrounds the 
main group of buildings. 


We come next to the Esplanade, 


wbich is nearly two-fifths of a mile 
long and 450 feet wide. The western 
end of tbe Esplanade is inclosed by the 
Horticulture, Graphic Arts and Mines 
buildings. Tbe eastern end is shut in 
by the Government group of three 
large buildings. Sunken gardens with 
elaborate fountains and many groups 
of sculpture occupy the two arms of 
tbe Esplanade, aud tbe decorative fea- 
tures throughout this broad space are 
very numerous and beautiful. 
North 


of lhe Esplanade is the Court of Foun- 
tains, with the Ethnology building on 
the right and the Music building on 
the left. Two subordinate courts also 
open iuto the Esplanade from tho 
north, the ouc on tbe rigbt being 
known as the Court of Cypresses and 
tbo one on the left as the Court of 
Lilies. Next north of the Ethnology 
building on the right and fronting upon 
the Court of Fountains, is the Manu- 
factures and Liberal Arts building and 
on the opposite side the Machinery and 
Transportation building. In the Court 
of Fountains is a large pool, having an 
area of about two acres and contain- 
ing many beautiful fountains. Pro- 
ceeding again northward we come to 
tbe Mall, a broad avenue, half a mile 
long, 
extending 
from 
flic 
eastern 


boundary to tho western gate of the Ex- 
position. Fronting upon the Mall on 
tho right is the Agriculture building 
aud on the left the Electricity building. 
We now ni'rivo at the most conspicuous 
feature of tho Exposition, the massive 
Electric Tower, 391 feet in height. 
This towor stands between the Court 
of 
Fountains and tbo I'laza, In n 


broad pool, about two acres In extent. 
This \\iil be tho most ornamental 
feature of the groat 'Exposition and 
will he the centerpiece for special nnd 
elaborate electrical illumination.

mediately north of the Electric Towor

Sir Xtw Ones For the Niagara Fall* 


Po»ver Company. 


A new feature of much interest has 


been added to the delights Pan-Ameri- 
can crowds will have when they visit 
Niagara Falls to view the scenic and 
industrial attractions there. In that 
favored spot there is already developed 
more power than is used in many oT 
the large cities, but to this developed 
force must be sdtfed 30,000 horsepower 
that is to be developed by means of 
six new turbines and sis new gener- 
ators, the contracts for -which have 
been awarded. 
These new turbines 


are to be installed in the new wheel 
pit now in course of construction. The 
design of the new turbines will differ 
materially from the design of those 
now in use in the present wheel pit 
This change is significant of the fact 
that the Niagara Falls Power com- 
pany intends that the installation in 
its new plant shall be up to the highest 
stutc of perfaction known, in this open- 
ing year of the century. 
It Is this 


knowledge that at Niagara the most 
modern, the most perfect working pow- 
er de\ elopment in the world, may be 
seeu that will inspire visitors to the 
Exposition to go there and look upon 
the wonders that man has wrought. 


Each of the six new turbines will 


have a cnpacity of 5,000 horsepower, 
and each will be connected to and 
drive a 5.000 horsepower generator. 
The turbines now ia use were designed 
by Piccnrd, Pictet & Co. of Geneva, 
Switzerlaud, while the new turbines 
arc to be built after designs prepared 
by Escher, Wyss & Co. of Zurich, 
Switzerland, the plans of which com- 
pany were accepted in a competition. 
The turbines in the old pit each have 
two wheels, w'*!le the new turbines 
are each to have but a single wheel. 


With these new turbines in place 


in the wheel pit, the output capacity 
of the Niagara Falls Power company 
w'.ll be 80,000 horsepower. There will 
1*^ space in the new pit for five addi- 
tional turbines, each of 5,000 horse- 
power capacity, and with these in 
place the total output of the two pits 
will be 105,000 horsepower.

There are of course tricks in all trades. 


The broker must know the exact market 
value of each animal and be able to judge 
its condition. The animal broker then 
finds a market for his stock among the 
wild animal stores and wholesale dealers 
of the city. There is a certain well known 
department store which buys a large pro- 
portion of its stock in this way. Some- 
times tbe broker can greatly increase the 
value of his stock by keeping it for a 
time and carefully feeding <\m\ groom- 
ing it. 


Another market is found among private 


customers. The brokers often have a. list 
of customers to whom they regularly 
faliow then1 wares. It is possible to build 
up a legular business in this way. The 
bioker conies to have a regular under- 
standing with the crews of many vessel* 
and in turn to supply a regular set of 
customers. 


The profits of the wild nnlmal trade en- 


able several of the largest dealers to kocp 
agents in the principal wild animal mar- 
kets of the world to sccuro them stock. 
One fiim has several times equipped ex- 
peditions to search the jungles of India 
and capture elephants, lions nnd tigers. 
The profit on handling a single fine speci- 
men frequently runs into the hundreds of 
dollars. 


Once collected, shipments are made 


once a year, and a reliable keeper is sent i 
with the consignment all the way to New |

Light, he says, plays a greater 


part iu the pathology of aches than most 
people imagine. 
Those are, generally 


speaking, tho healthiest members of the 
human family who live in sunlit, well 
aired rooms and who move about in the 
sun as much as practicable. 


If in daytime we are stricken with pain, 


our sufferings aro certainly less, relative- 
ly speaking, than they would be if the 
malady had seized us at night, for light 
and sunshine soothe o\tr feelings and do 
not allow us to abandon ourselves to the 
feeling of pain. 


When night comes, the painful sensa- 


tions increase. They are bearable as long 
ns we are in the gas or lamplight, but bo- 
come intense tho moment wo stretch out 
in bed, enveloped by stillness and'dark- 
ness. A lessening of the pain is observa- 
bio only after sunrise. 


"What does it mean?" asks the doctor. 


"That darkness and stillness are not con- 
ducive to tho comfort of sick people. 
Therefore I say, if you have pains in the 
evening, do not rob yourself of the sooth- 
ing effects of a lamp. In ninety-nine out 
of a hundred cases the presence of a light 
iu the sickroom alleviates pain. 
'' For the same reasons do not let your 


children sleep in the dork if they prefer a 
light. The denial of a night light ha- 
mude children ill with heart disease. 11 
children refuse to sleep in the dark, it 
juuy be assumed that there is some physical 
or mental reason for it which we ought to 
respect 
'' From tho above rules nervous people 


aro exempt. Some of them absolutely re- 
fuso to llnd rest until nil is quiet and dark 
about them. I have found that In cases 
of megrim, a neuralgic pain hi one Side of 
the head, nothing would do but to place 
tl»j patient in an absolutely dark and still 
room, if possible at the top of the house. I

Fowltr, the man who originated it, says 
he had no idea it was illegal. 
It grew 


out of the application to him by negroes 
in jail to pay their fines or take them 
out on bond. 
To secure himself, he 


made them sign an ironclad bond, and 
put them to work with the cenvlctg he 
hired from the state. For a debt of §50 
he would work a negro for a year, feed- 
ingtand clothing him. The officers of 
the law in tbe county weie all aware of 
his methods, but nobody suggested that 
It wa» illegal. Others, seeing what be 
wa» doing, undertook something similar. 
They got negroes from the jails to work 
for them, charged them for board und 
clothes, and established lines for infrac- 
tion of petty rules, building up thus a 
uyslem of servitude frod*whieh the vic- 
tim nevi r could escape. 
Then charges 


of crime were trumped up against ce- 
groe?, who 5n fear weic induced to 
"compromise"' by signing a contract 
which committed them to the new hlav- 
ery. Later, they bt'gau seizing negroes 
for debt, and thrusting them and Uieir 
families into the stockadra. upon con 
tracts which permitted leasing them sep- 
arately to be worked. The practice of 
seizing for debt grew fo common, al- 
though imprisonment for debt SH illegal 
that house servants in the town of An- 
derson were kidnnpped without, notice 
to their employers. In short, a fystcni 
htd grown up hardly more humane or 
moral than the o'd slavery. 
That the 


men who engaged in If, and their niigb- 
foors, believed they had a legal light to 
do so In ircredible. That they believed 
it to be morally right Is even more in- 
credible. 
They found It profitable, 


and did it.

People were much surprised wbain tht 


name of Berezowski, the Pole who at 
tempted the assassination of Czar Alexan 
der II during his visit to Paris at the tim« 
of the exhibition of 1867, was found flgur 
ing on a list of persons for whom an am 
Dcsty was asked at a recent sitting of tht 
chamber, for the man's existence had beei 
piactically forgotten by the public, ani 
the 'great majority would probably havt 
replied if questioned on the subject that 
he was dead. As a matter of fact Bere 
zowski has been languishing all these 
years in New Caledonia. He has become 
insane, so that his release wjpuld now be 
of 110 earthly benefit to him. "This isaverj 
interesting case, and some information 
gi\ en by the officials at the ministry of tht 
colonies is worth repeating. It is the old, 
old story of "Cherchez la femrne." Bere- 
zowski, then barely 19 years of o£s, wag a 
workman in a factory, when he fell des 
perately in love with the foreman's daugh 
ter. His suit was refused at the-very mo 
ment when the Emperor Alexander wai 
here, and, beside himself with passion and 
disappointment, lie resolved on suicide. 
Then he bethought him that he might as 
well sell his Jjfe dearly, and he seized the 
opportunity of the czar's presence in Paris 
to attempt to kill him. 


So if Berezowski had not been crossed 


in love the shot woiild never have been 
fired, and the political events which fol 
lowed might have taken a very different 
turn. The Pole has never given any trou 
ble to his custodians in the remote colony. 
He made himself useful, and his lot be 
came easier. Besides money presents, hit 
fellow countrymen forwarded to him from 
time to time letters and newspapers, but 
he took little notice of them. Berezowski's 
insanity is of a harmless kind. He imag 
ines that he has discovered the secret o] 
perpetual motion. Now, with his long, 
white locks and emaciated features, lit 
looks quite an old man, though he is nc 
more than 48 years of age.—London Letter.

A Botanical Freak. 


Ono of the curiosities of nature is known 


as a plant'atol. There are but two or threi 
of these known to scientists. This atol is 
made up of a circle of growing plants 
They are found floating on the top of ponds 
or lakes. They form a hoop shaped figure 
and are closely matted together at the 
roots, which make a sort of cup or basin 
to which more or less vegetable matter 
falls or floats There is a sufficient amount 
of nutriment in this to keep the plant 
growing. As it increases, the roots become 
longer and larger, and in time tho plant 
may anchor Itself in the soil at the bottom 
of tho pond. These rings, after many years 
of accumulation and growth, make what 
appear to be small islands. It is the opin 
ion of certain scientists that islands may 
Imve been formed in this manner. The 
roots catch all floating vegetable or ani- 
nml matter. Leaves collect and form mold, 
and utter awhile birds may drop plant 01 
Iree seeds on the little pod that floats on 
tho top of the water. Those take root and

Jersey !s the bluest state In tbe Union, 


prol'ahly not even excepting Georgia, Del- 
-.\vdre or Couiwctieut, If one judges by it* 
laws. Not. only haxa the famous blue 
laxvs iit-\er been repealed, bet an examina- 
tion of the records of her police magistrates 
shows that they are still in operation. 


Common scolds are still liable u> fine 


and if persis;ent way be imprisoned and 
poSiiWy subjoctod to a good, old faihiooed 
ducking. Blasphemy and profanity aro 
still penalized, aud only recently in Eliza- 
r<'th a young man was arrested and fined 
$3 for kiisiiiK bU sweetheart on tbe street. 
The girl acknowledged the young fellow 
as her true and only love, and. that she 
had allowed herself to be kissed, believing 
it to be quite proper. The magistrate 
said, '-Not in Elizabeth." 


In Newark there used to be a chain 


stretched each Sunday morning across 
Clinton avonue on the Springfield road, 


it was called. An officer of the town 


stood guard and allowed no vehicles to 


ss eicept they were bound for church or 


some mission of mercy or great necessity. 
The mercy and necessity had to be ex- 
plained to the entire satisfaction of the 
chaiukeeper before he would say, "Pass 
on." 


Jersey offers slight encouragement to 


golfers. Time and again has a sancti- 
monious justice of tbe peace warned would 
bo desecrators that the jail yawned for 
them. 


Orange had something of a sensation on 


account of the willfulness of certain ten- 
nis players who persisted in playing on 
Sunday. They said they had no other day 
to devote to the game. Six days they 
worked hard in the city, and on the 
seventh they were qualified to enjoy rest. 
Rest for them explicitly implied recrea- 
tion. 


The magistrate told them that in Orange 


all recreation was'unseemly on the Lcr^'-s 
day. The community, he said, was God 
fearing, and would not tolerate levity or 
irreligion. If they wished to play tennis 
on Sunday, they must go elsewhere, and 
to enforce this suggestion upon their 
minds he fined them each $5. 


Swearing has got men into trouble 


time and again. It costs 50 cents to swear 
in Hackensack on Sunday if an officer of 
tbe law is nigh. So all over tbe state.\ If 
tbe profanity was elaborate, the magistrate 
will go sometimes as high as $5, though 
technically this would appear contrary to 
the wording of the statutes. 


Football on Sunday is expressly forbid- 


den, as are all ninepins, bowls and quoits; 
so is the merry game of fives, which seem- 
eth in this day to have fallen into innocu- 
ous desuetude. 


According to the general statutes of the 


state of New Jersey for 1895, under "vice 
and immorality," it is declared not law- 
ful to fish with a hook or with a net on 
the Lord's day. Hunting is forbidden; 
nor may one fire off a gun for joy or for 
any other reason. Work is forbidden ea- 
cept such as is absolutely necessary br Is 
for charity, which must be patent to the 
officer of the law. To cast a seine or draw 
one or to make use of one in any way is 
vicious and immoral. Driving is not to 
be done. Especially are draymen, drovers, 
cartere, wagoners and butchers to bewnre 
of unseemly acts such as driving sheep, 
cattle or any animals. 


It isfnrther stated that "whereas public 


shows and exhibitions of divers kinds have 
oblate been very frequent within the state, 
whereby many strangers and worthless 
pei-sons have unjustly gained and taken 
to themselves the money of the people, and 
it being found that such shows and exhi 
bitions tend to no good or useful purpose 
in society, bet, ou the contrary, to gather 
together great numbers of idle and unsa- 
vory spectators as well as children and seurve 
to corrupt their morals, such shows and 
exhibitions are forbidden." 


These laws, which were approved by tbe 


state legislature as recently as Mnrch 27, 
1874, expressly provide that liquor shall 
not be sold within three miles of a church, 
and that milk shall not be peddled Sun- 
day mornings; neither shall any newspa- 
pers bo issued. The words are, "It is un- 
lawful to print or sell newspapers and 
milk on the morning of the Lord's day." 


Folk should not be on the streets later 


than 10 o'clock in the evening without such 
good and sufficient cause as will justify 
the act in the eyes of the magistrate. 
Amusements are no* good cause, nor i« 
courtship. Witches are to be put to death 
and drunkards into the stocks. 


Monopolies and corners were not more 


popular in 1660 than now, for "engross- 
ing" merchandise is expressly prohibited. 
It was unlawful to buy up commodities in 
order to raise the price more than was 
justly due. Tho marked price of liquor 
and other necessities was established by 
the selectmen." Violation of the scale 
marked by them meant loss of license and 
$4 fine. 


Public sentiment in New Jersey does 


not take tbe blue laws very seriously. 
They have not been repealed, because they 
nro thought to make for good rather tha» 
for evil, and indeed to come in handily at 
times. Sunday in Ilackensack, in Bogota 
and similar rural districts is still strictly 
observed, and tho blue laws arc well adapt- 
ed to the intelligence and tho religioxts 
views of such communities. There has not 
been serious discussion for repeal of these 
laws nor pica on their behalf. They nre 
let alono as much as possible to bo called 
on in case of emergency, but otherwise 
they are neglected.—New York Press.

Honduras, ia a beautiful valley which, 
aren in that little traveled country, when 
remoteness is a characteristic attribute of 
places, is unusually aecluded, Copan id 
one of the greatest mysteries of the agi-a. 
After the publication (in 1S40) of Stephens' 
account of his visit to the ruins, which 
made them known for the first time to 
tbe world, the interest awakened by bia 
graphic description and the drawings that 
accompanied ic from the skillful pencil of 
Catberwood relapsed, and until within 
the last decade writers on -the subject of 
American arcbwology -were dependent; en- 
tirely lor information concerning Copap 
upon the writings of Stephens, which were 
regarded by "inacry wf£i skepticism and 
jnisjrjiet. ,3fo£o'nly do tm SPcent explora- 
tions confirm the account g^vete-bv^to 
phens as regards the-magnitndeanti impoi^ 
tanco ot the ruins, but the collection of 
relics novrin-theP<»bcdy»msemii i« suffi- 
cient to convince the most skeptical that 
hero are iho remains' of a city, onkno>vn 
to history, aa remarkable • and as worthy 
of our careful consideration as any of tbe 
ancient centers of. civilization in the olc 
world. 


Whatever the origin of its people, this 


old city is distinctly American, the growth 
of American soil and environment.

America today. The trees that grew upoa 
the higher structures were left, fanning 
a picturesque* grove, aiemnantzof which 
still remains — a few cedars , and ceibas ot 
gigantic proportions clustered about the 
ruins of the temples," Btoouding them in 
a somber shade and Bending their huge 
roots into 'the crevices and unexplored 
chambers and vaults and galleries of the 
vast; edifices/ 
The area comprised within the limits of 


the old city consists of a level plain seven 
or eight njiles lo.ng and two miles wide at 
the greatest This plain is covered with 
tho remains of stone houses, doubtless the 
habitations of the wealthy. The streets, 
squares and courtyards were paved with 
stone or with white cement made from 
lime and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished by means of covered 
canals and underground sewers built of 
etone and cement. On the slopes of tbe 
mountains, too, are found numerous ruins, 
and even on the highest peaks fallen col- 
umns and ruined structures may be seen. 


On tho right bank of the Copan river, 


\n the midst of tbe city, stands the princi- 
pal group of structures — the temples, pal- 
aces and buildings of a public character. 
These form part of what has been called, 
for want of a better name, the main struc- 
ture— a vast, irregular pile rising from the 
plain in steps and terraces of masonry and 
terminating in several great pyramidal 
elevations, each topped by the remains of 1 
a temple which, "before our excavations 
were begun, looked like a hugf pile of 
fragments bound together by thr< roots of 
irees, while the slopes of tbe pyramids and 
iho terraces and pavements below are 
strewn with the ruins of these superb edi- 
fices. 


This huge structure, unlike the great 


pyramids of Egypt and other ancient 
works of a similar character, is not the 
tobodiinent of a definite idea, built in ac- 
ordance with a preconceived plan and fot 
a specific purpose, but is rather the com- 
ilex result of a long process of develop- 
nent, corresponding to the growth of 
culture, and keeping pace with the ex- 
panding tastes of the people or the de- 
nands of their national life. Its sides 
!ace the four cardinal points; its greatest 
length from north to south' Is about 800 
:eet, and from «ast to west it measured 
originally nearly as much, but a part of 
;he eastern side has been carried away by 
;he swift current of the river which flows 
directly against it, Tho interior of the 
structure is thus exposed in the form of a 
cliff 120 high, presenting a complicated 
system of buried walls and floors down to 
the water's edge — doubtlessthe remains of 
older buildings, occupied for a- time, and 
abandoned to servo us foundations for 
more elaborate structures. Excavations 
have also brought to light, beneath the 
foundations pf buildings now occupying 
the surface, not only the filled chambers 
and broken walls of older structures, but 
sculptured monuments as well. The theory 
of- development, though it cannot be set 
aside, soems inadequate to explain this 
curious circumstance, and yet there is just 
enough difference between these art relics 
and those of later date to indicate a change 
in style and treatment. Whether or not 
this change continues in regular sequence 
lower down has not yet been determined. 
If, as I am inclined to believe, we shall 
find, away down in tho lower levels, the 
rude beginnings from which tho culture 
«>f the later period developed, we shall 
nave pretty conclusive evidence not only 
that Copan is tho oldest of the Maya cities, 
but that the Copan valley itself, with the 
Immediate vicinity, was the cradle of the 
Maya civilization.

Better Thau Butter and Xntare'n Care 


For the Candy Habit. 


It vrould be greatly for the health of the 


iresent generation if honey could at least 
to partially restored to its former place as 
a corumoii article of diet, says What to 
Sat 


In many cases it may be a matter of real 


economy to lessen the butter bill by let- 
ing honey in part take its plncc. A 
lound cf honey will go about as far as a- 
lound of butter, but if both articles be of 
,ho best quality honey will cost tho less of 
the two. Often a prime article of extract- 
ed honey (equal to comb honey in every 
respect except appearance) can be obtained 
'or half the price of butter or less. 


\\o all know how children long for 


candy. This longing voices a. need and is 
another uvidonce of the necessity of sugar 
in our fliut. 


Children should have all the honey at 


each mealtime that they will eat. It is 
safer and will largely do away with the 
inordinate longing lor candy and other 
swecta. 


At the present day honey is placed on 


the market in two forms—in the comb and 
extracted. "Strained" honey, obtained 
;>y mashing or molting combs containing 
:>ees, pollen and honey, has. rightly gone 
out of uso. Extracted honey is simply 
iioncy thrown out of the comb in a ma- 
chine called a honey extractor. 


Tho silly stories scon from time to time 


in tho papers about artificial combs being 
filled with glucose and deftly sealed over 
with a hot iron havo not tho slightest 
foundation in fact. For years there has 
been a standing offer by ono whose finan- 
cial standing is unquestioned of $1,000 for 
a single pounjl of comb honey made with- 
out tho intervention of the bees. Tho offer 
remains untaken and will probably always 
remain so, for the highest art of man can 
never compass buch delicate workmanship 
as tho skill of tho bee accomplishes.
